To The Editor— 

Your issue of the 11th contains an in- 
teresting report of the deliberations of 
the Council of the 14th Loval Improve- 
ment district, being the initial session of 
that body this year. The concluding 
paragraph of said report states that the 
Councillors, Messrs. Carleton, Secrest, 
Young McBean and Copley, unanimously 
agreed to instruct their secretary, Mr. 
Thos, H. E. Magee, to open correspon- 
dence with the Agricultural department 
at Edinonton regarding the extermina- 
tion of the gonher pest, which has 
flourished so alarmingly of late. Every 
farmer in our district will hail this 
movement with delight and be pleased to 
know that men of such progressive stamp 
are taking the lead in this work. The 
writer is personally acquainted with most 
of these gentlemen, and is certain that what 
they undertake will be carried to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. May their plan, or 
plans, be consummated and put into 
execution attheir next meeting, April 3rd. 

The discussion, agitating and charter- 
ing of new railroads in our Province at 
this time, is of vital interest, The rail- 
way construction policy announced by 
Premier Rutherford, and seconded by his 
able cabinet, ought enthuse all who are 
interested in Alberta’s development. 
Every patriotic resident of the province, 
irrespective of party affiliation, ought te 
endorse and help further a policy which 
is certain to accomplish such inestimable 
things for the entire Northwest. That 
this policy was concieved in the spirit. of 
the greatest possible upbuilding of the 
material welfare of the Province, no 
rightminded person can gainsay. 

The work of the convention of elevator 
men, railway magnates, bankers, govern- 
ment officials, business men and grain 
growers, recently held in Calgary, is cer- 
tain to produce important and lasting 
results. The discovery that by shipping 
the millions of bushels of grain annually 
produced in Alberta, to Vancouver, 
thence over the Pacific, to the markets 
of the world insuring quicker and cheaper 
freightservice and higher prices for grain, 
is second only in importance to the great 
railway policy of the Government. 
While it may nat at this time be possible 
for the Provincial Government to 
shoulder the cost of erecting adequate 
elevator facilities at Vancouver owing to 
its expenditure of funds in the carrying 
out of its promised railway construction 
in the near future, yet it is certain that 
these facilities will be provided, the de- 
mand for them being imperative in the 
stupemfdous plan of development upon 
which we are about toenter. The writer 
is of the opinion that the C. P. R. ought 
at once to erect these elevators at Van- 
couver, materially reduce ‘freight rates, 
and be prepared to handle expeditiously 
every bushel of export grain produced in 
the Province this year. It is understood 
that Pacific steamship lines are already 
competitively bidding for Alberta’s grain 
business. In view of all this, it woula 
certainly seem that Alberta is soon to 
enter upon a most remarkable and epoch- 
making era of prosperity. Three cheers 
for her Government, her railroads, and 
her continued prosperity.

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RULER AS LAW-BREAKER, 


Lord Brassey. Was Once Arrested 
When Governor of B.C. 


The first yachtsn n to qualify for, 
and take out, the master’s certificate 
entitling him to navigate his own ves- 
sel was Lord Brassey, who has de- 
clared that Great Britain’s naval posi- 
tion has greatly improved by the alli- 
ance with France. As a child he 
lived at Rouen in a house looking 
down on the river, and was never 
more delighted than when out of. bar- 


rels or boxes and poles he constructed, 


on the lawn make-believe ships. 
Since those days he has owned eight 
yachts, the most famous being the 
Sunbeam, which he has navigated 
more than 300,000 miles. Lord. Bras- 
sey is the first baron of his line, his 
peerage dating back to 1886, after he 
had been Secretary of the Admiralty 
for a year and a Civil Lord for five 
years before that. His father, Thomas 
Brassey, was a railway pioneer, and 
his grandfather a Cheshire farmer. 
Thomas Brassey constructed over 
7,000 miles of railway at a cost of 
close on $400,090,000, and was among 
the first and the most successful ex- 
ploiters of labor by navvies in the 
laying down of great tracks. Seventy- 
five thousand worked under him. In 
France, on one oceasion, he had a 
large contract to fulfil, in the execu- 
tion of which he engaged French nav- 
vies. They did not give satisfaction, 
however, and thousands of English- 
men were imported, who, fed on roast 
beef and English beer, were ready to 
do three times the amount of work 
of the Frenchmen. 

When Governor of Victoria, British 
Columbia, Lord Brassey established a 
couple of records. He was the first 
governor to sail to his colony in his 
own yacht, and the first governor to 
be reported by a policeman for break- 
ing the laws he was sent to adminis- 
ter. He was seen cycling on a foot- 
path, and was let off with a caution. 
His lordship keeps most of the mar- 
vels he has collected during his trav- 
els At Normanhurst, his Sussex seat. 
The King of the Sandwich Islands 
was once entertained there, and the 
thing that struck him most was a 
royal feather cloak, composed of sear- 
let and yellow feathers arranged in a 
diamond-shaped pattern. His dusky 
Majesty made~ Lord’ Brassey the 
princely bid of ‘a dollar for every 
feather in the cloak—he wanted it 
for his Queen—but his host was not 
to be tempted. 


. Won by Shouting. 


Lord Wolseley, .whose health is 
causing his family and friends grave 
anxiety, was an: engineer officer at 
the time of Sebastopol, and has made 
the interesting confession that they 
won some of their engagements dur- 
ing the Crimean War simply through 
shouting. He had charge of the ac- 
vance sap, close to the redoubts. ‘I 
don’t believe,” Lord Wolseley has 
said, “that we had twenty-five fellows 
the last time we attacked. We were 
shouting, and afterwards I could not 
speak for four days, whilst some of 
the officers lost their voices for a 
week. We fired from behind pa heap 
of dead bodies, and T told the bugler 
to blow his very loudest whilst we 
cheered, and so the enemy thought 
we had plenty of men in the rear.” 
It was during the Crimea that Lord 
Wolseley lost the sight of his right 
eye, although it was in Burma, when 
quite a boy, that he received his first 
wound. A young . ‘other subaltern 
who had lent. a shirt to Wolseley just 
before the fight saw him fall, and 
exclaimed involuntarily. “There goes 
my one change of linen!” Fortunate- 
lv both shirt and wearer were only 
slightly damaged. ~

have arranged for a special stock train to 
leave Wetaskiwin at 14 o'clock each 
Tuesday on arrival of way freight from 
Hardisty, bringing in all stock from 
intermediate points on the Wetaskiwin 
branch. This train will pick up at all 
points from Wetaskiwin to Red Deer, 
including shipments arriving from La- 
combe branch on train 271, reaching 
Calgary early Wednesday morning. 
There will also be a train leaving Red 
Deer thesame day (Tuesday) at 8 o'clock, 
picking up all shipments between Red 
Deer and Calgary to reach the latter 
point Tuesday night.

This will eliminate delays that have been 
due to stock not being loaded for train 
on arrival. 

This provision will not prevent any 
shipper from sending out his cattle on 
any regular freight train, but is intended 
to provide additional facilities for rapid 
shipment.

WEST COAST WHALING. 


Industry Is Steadily Growing on Van 
couver Island. 


One of the most important of Van- 
couver Island’s industries at the pres- 
ent time is whaling. The Pacific 
Whaling Co. has three stations, one 
at Sechart, in Barkley Sound, one on 
the west coast of Vancouver Island 
and one at Nanaimo, this being a 
winter station only. The company 
has two steam whalers. The crews 
are mostly Norwegians, who work on 
a pefcentage basis earning big wages. 
In August, 1908, the captain of the 
St. Lawrence, hunting from Kyuquot, 
earned $430, and the seamen forward 
averaged $80 each. The whaling 
grounds are close off-shore, and’ the 
steamers during this season have 
brought in from three to five whales 
a day. From April to August the two 
stations took 500 whales. The steam- 
ers are fitted with a small harpoon 
gun at the bow, and when the steam 
er steams up to a whale the gunne? 
sends a harpoon tipped with an ex- 
plosive bomb into. the whale’s car- 
ease, killing the mammal, which is 
then pumped full of air and buoyed 
until when the day’s hunting is 
done, the whole killed are taken in 
tow and the steamer returns to the 
whaling depot, where the oil is ex- 
tracted and the ecarcase converted by 
patent process into fertilizer. The oil 
is shipped mostly to Glasgow, the fer- 
tilizer to Honolulu. The duty of 8 
cents a gallon.on oil has so far pre- 
vented the company from seeking a 
market in the United States. Experi- 
ments are being made to ean whale 
flesh for sale in the Orient, particu- 
larly Japan, where there is a demand. 
An odd sperm whale is occasionally 
taken, the spermacetti adding to the 
profits. The stations employ about 
100 men, mostly Indians and Japan- 
ese, and produce 500 berrels of oil a 
week and from 159 to 200 téns of fer- 
tilizer a month. The other companies 
which propose to engage are the 
Queen Charlotte company, which has 
located a station at Ross harbor, on 
the south of Queen Charlotte islands, 
and the Prince Rupert Whaling Co. 

The earnings of the Pacific Whaling 
Co. during 1907 were $119,657.29; this 
year the earnings will far exceed that 
sum. Deductions were made of $25,- 
$20.29 as reserve account, $4,515 for 
deterioration of the Sechart plant, 
$1,200 for the deterioration of the 
steamer Orion and a similar »mount 
for the St. Lawrence, the Kyvauot 
station having not been used before 
that time.

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INDIAN FOUND SILVER, 


Ojibway Was Pioneer of New Silver 
Country In North Ontario. 


Round Eyes, an Ojibway Indian, 
discovered bloom at Silver Lake and 
Boland Lake in the Montreal river 
district when hunting many years 
ago, writes J. 8. Crate in The Toronto 
World. He did not know what it was 
that he had found, . 

Round Eyes had a step-son named 
Mickle Taylor, a half-breed, who went 
out to Haileybury at the time the 
first silver discoveries were made at 
Cobalt. There he saw bloom, and ree 
membering that his father had found 
similar samples up the Montreal riv- 
er, he investigated, and this led to 
the first discovery of silver in that 
country. 

In March, 1904, Thomas Saville, a 
clever young tourist guide, came into 
the country with an Indian chief, 
Francois White Bear, of the Ojibway 
tribe, and camped over night at 
Round Eyes’ place, During the night 
the step-son, Mickle, showed them 
samples taken from the discoveries 
around Silver and Boland Lakes. To 
use Mr. Saville’s own words: 

“We took some of the samples and 
showed them to Rinaldo MeConnel of 
Ottawa, and he told us to keep it 
quiet. We started in when the ice 
broke in 1904. We staked some claims 
and then went out to Temagami, but 
came back in the fall of 1904. I have 
been here ever since.” 

Mr. Saville was the first prospector 
in the district, and it was due to his 
discoveries that the rush into the 
Montreal river commenced. Owing to 
the great public interest among min- 
ing men in Cobalt and the phenomen- 
al surface discoveries in that camp, 
interest did not develop in the Mont- 
real river country as quickly as it 
did in the older camp, but the volume 
of the movement into the country 
steadily increased until in the spring 
of 1907, it became almost a stampede. 
How extensive was this rush in the 
Montreal river will’ be understood 
when it is stated that over 3,000 
claims have since that time been re- 
corded at the Government recording 
office, which was shortly afterwards 
established there, and which has been 
indispensable ever since. 


THE SCRIBE WAS SLEEPY. 


And He Repeated Himself Till His 
Editor Raised a Protest. 


Some years ago when Sir Oliver 
Mowat was on his death-bed, the 
esteem with which he was held by 
the public received no. better testi- 
mony than the fact that the morn- 
ing daily papers kept small staffs on 
duty until six o’clock in the morning, 
so as to be in a position to bring out 
special editions with his biography, 
and the announcement of his demise. 

It was known to all that he could 
not possibly survive, but he lingered 
on uneonsciovs for days. The news- 
papers were restrained by courtesy 
from publishing their editorials on 
his life, and the details of his history 
until the fatal hour arrived. It was 
necessary, however, to maintain a 
“death-watch,’”’ as, in the cant of jour- 
nalism, it is known. That is to say, 
a group. composed of representatives 
of each paper, and several correspon- 
dents of out-of-town papers sat up all 
night at a nearby hotel, day by day, 
with arrangements that they. should 
be communicated with as soon as 
death intervened. 

One night one of the out-of-town 
correspondents, who was a little out 
of form because of late hours and fa- 
tieue, thought he ought to do some- 
thing to make a showing, and started 
to send bulletins. ‘Sir Oliver is sink- 
ing!’ he wired to his paper at Ot- 
tawa. Again in fifteen minutes in ap- 
parent forgetfulness that. he had sent 
a bulletin, he again wired: “Sir Oliver 
is sinking.”’. So on through the night 
from time to time he would file the 
same message. Finally, the exasper- 
ated telegraph editor at the other 
end of the wirs, sitting up all night 
for a real news message, cut in with 
the despatch: “Don’t wire again until 
Sir Oliver sinks.’? 

Then. and not till then. did the enr- 
racnondent wake up to the fact that 
in his sleepy condition he had filed 
nearly a dozen messages in the same 
‘phraseology. 


To Study Schools. 


The Hon. D. 8. Mackenzie, Depyty 
Minister of Education for Alberta, has 
departed for England in order to visit 
the representative schools and _col- 
leges of England, Ireland, and Scot- 
land, and, if time permits, study the 
system of technical education in 
vogue in Germany. The Department 
of Education for Alberta is laying the 
foyndation for a broad educational 
system, and Mr. Mackenzie’s visit is 
for the purpose of learning the suc- 
cesses and failures of the British sys- 
tems, in order that the new province 
‘may profit thereby. Another object 
is to become thoroughly conversant 
with the grading of the British 
schools, so that the Department will 
be able to deal more readily with the 
many applications which are coming 
from old country teachers for schools 
in Alberta.

TABLEAUX AS ARGUMENT. 


Exhibit of Living Picture of Work of 
Women Given at Melbourne. 


Living pictures of the work of 
women in the home, the workshop, 
and the state were given as an argu- 
ment for votes tor women at an en- 
tertainment in Melbourne. The large 
audience, including mule supporters, 
varied the evening’s program with 
suffrage songs. Victorian women are 
not enfranchised for.the state elec- 
tions, although they have a vote for 
the Federal elections. 

Miss Vida Goldstein, the principab 
speaker, explained that the suffrage 
tableaux display was the first enter- 
tainment of its kind ever given in the 
world, It was the idea of Victorian 
women because they were tired of 
making ordinary speeches and want- 
ed to see if living pictures would not 
be a more effective argument. It was 
a new form of “‘pestering the public,’’ 
as the Prime Minister of England 
would say. 

The first tableau showed the work 
of women in un age before machinery, 
when. weaving, lace-making, deliver- 
ing milk, and so forth were all in the 
hands of women. These occupations 
had now been taken away from wo- 
men, and that, said the speaker, was 
one of the reasons why they had to 
go out into the world to earn their 
own living. Another tableau showeil 
first, the interior of a court of jus- 
tice, with a woman in the dock, tried 
by men judges and jurors and coun- 
sel; and then the same interior with 
a man in the dock tried by women 
judges and jurors and counsel. The 
injustice of the second picture ap- 
pealed to all, but to the converted in 
the meeting its reverse was as unjust. 

Miss Goldstein explained that in 
Chicago there were men and women 
juries for cases specially affecting 
women. At present a married woman 
in Victoria has no legal right to her 
own child. The present Minister of 
Lands (Mr. Mackay) has stated the 
case thus: The father has absolute 
control over his child, and can take it 
away from the mother by force if ne- 
cessary ; and even at his death he can 
will the custody of the child to a 
third person, and that decision can 
only be upset under certain conditions 
in the Supreme Court. ‘ 

Another tableau showed the num- 
ber of women earning their own living 
in Victoria, industrially, professional- 
ly, and domestically. Nearly one- 
third of the wonlen of Victoria are do- 
ing so, 145,000 in all.

Painting Wild Animals 
From Life 


HE Bronx Park lion house, in. che 
T Central Park, New York, is fitted 
up with a unique studio, which 
will enable artists to make a study of 
wild animals from actual life. The new 
studio cage is at one end of the build- 
ing, shut off from the main lion house, 
There are two parts to it-the audi- 
torlum and the cage. The former is 
20x17 feet, with platforms ranged one 
above the other, so that a number of 
artists can work at the same time, 
About thirty artists can be accommo- 
dated at once, 
The studio cage is arranged directly 
under a big skylight, and when a lon 
is wanted by the artists the animal is 


driven into a shifting cage and lowered 
to a subway communicating with a 
studio cage.

realized on the estates. Now the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer receives 
the nice little nest-egg of £767,790 
yearly from the Crown lands, Even 
this enormous increase does not re- 
‘present the total value of His Ma- 
jesty’s small holdings. 

The sources from which this huge 
income is derived are in some in- 
stances peculiar and interesting. It 
is not generally known that the Crown 
receives an annual income from thé 
Holborn Restaurant of £2,144, nor 
that the piece of land with the mes- 
suage and buildings thereon known 
as the Carlton House, His Majesty’s 
Theatre and the Royal Opera Arcade 
yields no less than £4,200 annually. 
This latter property is leased for 
seventy-two years from October, 1898, 
and when the lease expires the value 
of the ground rent wi!l have increased 
by ten times its present value. 

One hundred and fifty pounds a 
year is the estimated annual value 
of Albany street pol ce station, and 
for this sum the receiver of the Metro- 
politan Police District rents the police 
depot from the Crown. Vine street 
police station and the land upon 
which it stands is also numbered 
among the Crown estates, and from 
this bit of property our national ex- 
chequer receives £515 annually. 


TO BOOM IRISH GOODS. 


Direct Supply Association Opens Its 
Shop In London. 


A new venture destined to do much 
for Ireland, was inaugurated a short 
time ago in Victoria street, Westmins- 
ter, when the first London depot of 
the New Irish Direct Supply was 
opened to the public. 

Tweeds from Kerry and Donegal, 
rugs from Antrim and King’s Coun- 
ty, shirts and hosiery from Lurgan 
and Balbriggan, woodwork from Bel- 
fast, and Irish horn hatpins from 
Dublin in charming varieties, are to 
be seen and bought at reasonable 
prices at the new depot. Then there 
are charming specimens of Irish lace 
and beautiful linens, both hand and 
power loom made, all with a guaran- 
tee that they are of Irish manufac- 
ture throughout and bearing the Irish 
trademark. : 

The chief activities of the society, 
however, are directed to the fulfilment 
of household wants and housewives 
ean in future secure a plentiful sup- 
ply of the best Irish poultry, butter, 
bacon, eggs, cream, and honey at 
prices in most cases less than those 
charged by the stores. For Christmas 
gifts hampers were arranged for sale, 
and a special display of poplin ties 
and bog-oak ornaments was. held. 

Smokers will watch with more than 
orc nary interest the experiment the 
soc.ety is making in introducing Irish- 
grown tobacco and cigarettes to the 
English public. One specialty likely 
to become popular is the Turcirish 
cigarette, made from tobacco grown 
in Ireland from Turkish seed, which 
has proved an even ereater success 
than some of the Virvinian varieties.
